North Africa: The campaign has 
developed nito a race for Tunisia, 
where the Germans are preparing 
to make their last stand on the 
southern shores of the Mediter 
ranean. Because of Allied press- 
ure from the west, it seems prob- 
able that Rommel will not fight 
even a delaying action in Libya. 
but will get his troops and equip- 
ment into southeastern Tunisia as 
quickly as possible to form a line 
which will protect the rear of 
vital Bizerte and Tunis. 

The contest is essentially for 
the eastern coastal strip of Tun- 
isia, covering Bizerte.

to families of all Canadian servicemen and boosting of cer- 
tain dependents’ allowances to the highest scale in the world 
| were announced here today by the defence department. 


Increases lifting the pay of private soldiers to $1.50 a 
day were announced by Defence Minister Ralston while 
payment of the cost-of-living bonus and the new scale of 
dependents’ allowances were announced jointly by Col. 
Ralston, Air Minister Power and Navy Minister Macdonald. 

Here are other features of the announcements: 


1—Mothers and other dependent relatives will be allow- 
ed to earn up to $40 a month without loss of allowance, in- 
stead of $20 at at present.

Edmonton's ‘owl’ cars made a good 
beginning Saturday night Sunday 
morning—when they collected about twice 
their operating costs in fares. 

Perhaps novelty had something to do 
with this. It would be a mistake to jump 
to the conclusion that the late cars are go- 
ing to be consistent money-makers. A 
trial of several weeks, in all sort of 
weather, will be needed to supply a basis 
for safe calculation. 

But Edmonton is and always has been 
a city of “night hawks’. Whatever the 
reason, late shows always draw crowds, 
the down town streets at midnight are 
busy places, restaurants are thronged. 
War conditions have of course made night 
life still livelier, Service men on leave, 
workers on night shifts in industrial es- 
tablishments, add hundreds to the number 
requiring post-midnight transportation, 

As taxi-cabs and private motor cars 
are on short rations of gasoline and tires, 
the “owl” street cars have an advantage 
they would not otherwise possess, They 
have in all likelihood come to stay “for the 
duration” at least.

The Last Colony 


General Rommel is hustling the gar- 
rison and supplies out of Tripoli and into 
southern Tunisia. He doesn’t want these 
blocking the highway and the water trans- 
port when his Afrika Korps gets that far 
on the road west. 

He intends apparently to abandon 
Libya, and try to join the Axis forces in 
the French colony. When he crosses.the 
border the last foot of African territory 
will have passed out of Italian possession. 

Less than three years ago its African 
colonies were four times the size of Italy. 
They included Libya, Eritrea, Italian 
Somaliland and Abyssinia. Now they are 
all gone—and Haille Selassie has em- 
phasized the loss by declaring war on the 
Axis. 

This is part, and only a part, of the 
price Italy has paid for Mussolini’s ambi- 
tion to play the role of a modern Caesar. 
The still heavier part of the price is the 
bankruptcy of Italy itself, the hunger and 
misery of its people, the lost friendship of 
the two nations which stood by the Italians 
in their days of adversity and helped Gari- 
baldi re-establish the country. 

The future of Italy is dark. It has been 
dark from the ill-fated day Mussolini 

ruck his dagger into the back of crippled 
France. For whichever side won the war, 
Italy was bound to lose. In victory it could 
look for nothing but what Hitler did not 
want for himself. In defeat it can look for 
nothing but what the charity of the Allies 
may concede. 

Rommel is abandoning Libya because 
he has to. But, like his abandonment of 
the Italian rear guards on his flight from 
Alamein, the act is a symbol also of Nazi 
indifference as to what may happen to the 
luckless subject state. Hitler never sacri- 
ficed a man to profit Italy, but Italians are 
dying on the Russian front every day, 
though Italy never had a hope or prospect 
of gaining a foot of territory there for it- 
self.

Sacrificing to Hold 

The garrison at Buna did not long sur- 
vive their comrades at Gona. Apparently 
at the one place as at the other the enemy 
soldiers fought to the last man, preferring 
to die rather than to surrender, Whatever 
is to be said of the scoundrels who plotted 
the Pacific war, they were brave men who 
held those two native villages on the shore 
of New Guinea. 

The Japs must have lost as many men 
killed in trying to keep their footholds in 
New Guinea and Guadalcanal as the Brit- 
ish lost trying to hold Hong Kong. That 
is the measure of importance the high 
command attaches to these island bases. 

The comparison shows also how com- 
pletely the Pacific war has gone into re- 
verse. Now it is the enemy who is trying 
frantically to withstand attacks. He has 
made no territorial gains since early last 
summer. From the Solomons to Burma 
and China he is on the defensive, as he is 
in the Aleutians at the other end of the 
western ocean 

Every week that goes by adds to the 
price in men and ships and planes Tokyo 
is paying to hang onto the territory it 
grabbed when the Allies were weak in 
forces and weaker still in equipment. The 
man-loss will not trouble the Tojo consci- 
ence, but the planes and transports are be- 
ing destroyed at least as fast as they can 
be replaced, while Allied air and shipping 
strength is mounting

The Japanese lost 9 ships in another 
attempt to land reinforcements on Guadal- 
canal island, including six destroyers and 
two troop transports.

With this, Hitler, at the very 
moment of yielding to them, utter- 
ed a terrible warning to the Offi- 
cers’ Corps 


An underground tug of war has, | 
therefore, existed since the very 
foundation of the Third Reich. Oc- 
casionally the struggle brought} 
manifestations to the surface. The 
Army defiantly held funeral serv- 
ices for the slain generals. The| 
army chaplains publicly protested 
the anti-religious measures and 
propaganda of the party. The army | 
tried to protect persecuted civilian | 
conservatives. That Pastor Niemo- | 
eller could preach so long, and 
that he still lives, though interned 
for years, is doubtless due to per- 
sistent army pressure.

Open Break 

The first open break after the 
Roehm affair between members of | 
the High Command and the Hitler 
government occurred in January, 
1938, over two matters: The Blom- 
berg case, and the march into Aus- 
tria.

Resignation’

person seems to get along best on 
eight hours’ per night, although the 
sick person may need as much as 
10 to 12 hours. The best plan is to 
experiment and to find out what 
number of hours will make you feel 
the best. 

The first few hours of sleep seem 
to be the deépest. If you desire 
to sleep soundly, you should be 
reasonably tired when your head 
hits the pillow, If your work is of 
the mental type, so that you secure 
little exercise, you will find that 
walking or the taking of physical 
culture exercises will help you to 
sleep better. Most people rest the 
best if the muscles are a litte 
tired when they retire

Unable to obtain an exemption 
from the Dominion order re- 
stricting bus travel to not more 
than 50 miles a day for any one 
Passenger making a continuous 
journey, Edmonton-Calgary and 
Calgary-Banff bus lines will con- 
tinue operation on the basis of 
the 50-mile limit, it was report- 
ed Wednesday by W. T. Aiken, 


secretary of the Alberta High- 
way Traffic Board. 
At Tuesday's meeting of the 


board, Greyhound Lines Lid., oper- 
ators of these lines, offered to re- 
duce their round-trips from three 
to two daily if they were allowed 
an exemption from the 50-mile or- 
der on one of their trips 

This proposal was rejected by 
the board, in conference with H, 
J. Rymes, Regina, regional transit 
controller, 

It was expected the company 
would) make further representa- 
| tions to G. S. Gray, Toronto, Dom- 
jinion transit controller, in this 
| connection 
| Originally, the company operat- 
}ed four round-trips daily This 
schedule was reduced to three trips 
last summer when bus operators 
| voluntarily reduced their mileage 


| by 25 per cent as a means of con- 
serving gasoline and rubber. 
At present three round-trips are 


operated on the Edmonton-Calgary 
|route and one on the Calgary- 
Banff run, all on the 50-mile limit, 
The company was prepared to 
reduce the schedule between Ed- 
monton and Calgary to two 
round-trips daily if it was per- 
mitted an exemption from the or- 
der on one of these trips.
